The  entire  campus,  the  grounds  and  all  the  buildings, 
show  the  fine  care  that  was  given  to  them  during  the  summer 
months.

the  Rev.  Allen  Sanders,  Religion;  Dr.  Leah  A.  Strong,  U.  S.

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Histoiical  Facts 


Wesleyan  College,  operating  under  a charter  signed  in  1836,  is  the  pioneer 
college  for  women.  It  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  chartered  college 
for  women  to  confer  regular  college  degrees.  The  original  charter  provides 
‘That  the  President  of  the  college,  by,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Trustees, 
shall  have  power  to  confer  all  such  honors,  degrees,  and  licenses,  as  are  usually 
conferred  in  colleges  or  universities”.  Acting  under  this  authority  President 
George  F.  Pierce,  on  July  16,  1840,  conferred  degrees  upon  the  first  class  of 
eleven  students,  including  at  the  head  of  the  alphabetical  list  Catherine  E. 
Brewer,  later  Mrs.  C.  E.  Benson,  mother  of  the  late  Admiral  William  S. 
Benson  of  the  United  States  Navy.  Her  diploma  is  now  a part  of  Wesleyan’s 
historical  collection. 

The  college,  under  the  name  of  The  Georgia  Female  College,  received  its 
charter  from  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Georgia  on  December  23,  1836. 
Two  years  later  the  trustees  elected  a president  and  a faculty,  and  on  January 
7,  1839,  the  doors  of  the  college  were  opened  to  the  public. 

The  enrollment  at  the  time  of  the  opening  consisted  of  ninety  young 
women  and  increased  to  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  before  the  end  of  the 
first  term.  Many  of  the  students  had  studied  in  the  leading  academies  and 
seminaries  of  the  South,  especially  the  Clinton  Academy,  established  in 
Jones  County  in  1831,  which  was  merged  with  the  new  college  by  its  prin- 
cipal, Thomas  B.  Slade.  This  merger  not  only  brought  to  the  college  a sig- 
nificant group  of  students,  but  also  added  to  the  faculty  in  the  person  of 
Mr.  Slade,  a scientist  who  developed  a surprisingly  strong  science  depart- 
ment in  the  new  college  for  women. 

On  December  19,  1843,  the  Georgia  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church 
assumed  responsibility  for  the  college,  and,  by  an  act  of  the  State  Legislature, 
changed  the  name  to  Wesleyan  Female  College.  In  1878  the  college  became 
related  to  the  North  Georgia,  South  Georgia,  and  Florida  conferences  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  the  same  relation  to  these  three 
conferences  continues  in  The  Methodist  Church.  In  1919  a further  amend- 
ment struck  from  the  corporate  name  the  word  Female  and  established  the 
present  name  of  Wesleyan  College. 

In  September  1928,  the  Liberal  Arts  College  was  removed  from  its  original 
site  on  College  Street  to  the  new  campus  in  Rivoli,  a suburb  on  the  western 
side  of  Macon.  For  the  next  twenty-five  years  the  historic  buildings  on  Col- 
lege Street  housed  the  School  of  Fine  Arts  consisting  of  the  Conservatory 
of  Music  and  the  departments  of  art  and  speech.  In  September  1953,  the 
School  of  Fine  Arts  was  moved  to  the  Rivoli  campus. 

Since  that  date  the  modern  240-acre  campus  has  provided  facilities  for  an 
outstanding  program  in  both  the  Liberal  and  the  Fine  Arts.  Three  new  build- 
ings have  been  added — the  Porter  Family  Memorial  Fine  Arts  Building  with 
auditorium  and  art  galleries,  the  Huckabee  Memorial  Infirmary,  and  the 
dormitory  for  seniors.

The  Wesleyan  Alumnae 
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ON  A 240-acre  campus  in  suburban  Macon,  Ga.,  tall,  white  columns 
front  red-brick  buildings  of  Georgian  colonial  design;  and  on  moon- 
lit nights  the  soft  south  wind  carries  more  than  a hint  of  magnolias 
and  honeysuckle.  There’s  a sparkling  blue  lake,  a woodland  area — 
and  traditions  that  go  back  125  years  to  the  founding  of  Wesleyan 
College,  the  first  school  in  the  world  to  grant  degrees  to  women.  As 
expected,  one  finds  pretty  girls  galore,  many  of  them  Georgia’s 
famed,  soft-voiced  “peaches,”  others  with  different  accents  from  all 
parts  of  the  United  States  and  several  foreign  countries. 

When  Wesleyan  was  chartered  in  1836  by  the  Georgia  legislature, 
one  representative  protested  that,  “It  is  unwomanly  for  a girl  to  be 
educated  beyond  the  ability  to  read  the  New  Testament!’  For  more 
than  a century,  the  typical  “Wesleyanne”  has  been  a charming  refuta- 
tion of  this  claim.  For  she  has  been  trained  not  only  to  be  widely 
read  but  also  “to  become  poised,  gracious,  and  clear-thinking!’

UNLIKE  MANY  Southern  schools,  Wesleyan  remained  open  di 
ing  the  Civil  War.  Union  troops  came  to  Macon  and,  on  at  least  oi 
occasion,  a Yankee  band  serenaded  the  girls — who  stopped  their  eai 
until  the  conductor  obliged  by  playing  Dixie.  In  1867,  only  ni] 
girls  graduated;  they  wore  plain  cotton  dresses,  “unruffled  and  u: 
trimmed!’  Alumnae  throughout  the  South  were  typical  of  tho; 
Civil  War  wives  described  by  Henry  W.  Grady:  “Reared  in  luxury, 
[they]  cut  up  their  dresses  and  made  breeches  for  their  husbands, | 
and  . . . gave  their  hands  to  work!’  To  reach  Wesleyan  and  an  cdu\ 
cation  in  the  Southern  tradition,  one  girl  traveled  in  a railroad  boxcar, 
While  Wesleyan  today  is  not  a finishing  school  in  the  strict  sense, 
graduates  are  taught  to  be  at  home  on  the  ballroom  floor  or  astride  a 
hunting  horse;  equally  well,  they  can  sew,  cook,  patch,  take  charge 
of  a PTA  meeting  or  panel  discussion,  or  teach  a church-school  class.

WHEN  Sidney  Lanier,  the  poet,  returned  to  his  home  in  Macon 
after  months  in  a Northern  prison  camp,  he  boarded  for  a time  on 
the  Wesleyan  campus.  A musician  as  well  as  a poet,  he  entertained 
many  with  his  flute  playing — a talent  which  captivated  his  future 
wife,  Mary  Day.  He  found  Wesleyan  an  island  in  the  tumult  of  the 
times,  and  music  a “gospel  whereof  the  people  have  great  need!’
